churches.02 any ofthem as in the {ame acte laſt betoꝛe reherſed, moze 
at large is contained, and may appeare. Be it enacted by thauctoutte 
of this pzeſent Paritament,that theſe clauſes befoze reherſed, and o⸗ 
ther of the layd acte.concerning the ſupzemacye,and all, and euerye 
bꝛaunche, article, woꝛdes , and ſentence,inthe ſame ſounding, oz tens 
dyng to the derogationofthe lupꝛemacie, ot the popes holines, oz the 
Sea ok Rome and al paynes, penalties, x fozfaytures.made againſt 
them, that ſhould by any meanes ſet fozth,oz extale the layd (upzema 
tie, ſhalbe from hencefozth vtterly vopde and ok none ellecte. 
And be it further enacted by thauctozitie akozeſapd, that al clau⸗ 
les. ſentences, and articles ok euery other Statute, oꝛ act of Parlia⸗ 
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theyght, againſt the lupꝛeame aucthozitte of the PopeSholpneg, oz 
Sea Apoltolike of Rome, oꝛ contetningantother matter of the lame 
effecte onelp, that is repealed in any of the StatuteSafozeſayd,ſha!i 
be allo by aucthozitic hereof from hencefozth vtterly voide, fruſtrate 
and of none effect, : 

And where we pour moſt humble lubiectes the Loꝛdes ſpirituaii 
and tempoꝛali. and commons in this pzeſent Parliament aſſembled, 
haue exhibited to pour Maieſties one other (upplication in fozme fo⸗ 
lowinge. 

Me the loꝛdes ſpirituall and tempoꝛall, and the commons in thys 
pꝛelent Parliament aſſembled repꝛelenting the whole body of thys 
realme, reduced and reteaued by your maielties interceſſton to 5 vn 
tie of Chziſtes Church e, and the obedience of the Sea Fyoſtolike of 
KRome,and the Popes holines gouerning the ſame, make moſt hum⸗ 
ble luite vnto pour maieſties, to be likewile meanes à interceſſours, 
that al occaſions of contention. hatred.grudge, ſulpition, and trouble 
both outwardly and inwardly in mens conſciences, whpche myghte 
aryle amongelt vs, by reaſon of dilobediente, map bi auctozitie of the 
Popes holynes, and by miniſtration of the ſame vnto bs, by the moſt 
reuerend father in God, Þ Lozd Cardinal Po ole, by diipenſationto⸗ 
leration, oꝛ permiſſion reſpectiuelp, as the tace (ball require, be abolts 
ſhed and taken awaye, and by aucthoꝛitie ſuffictent theſe articles fo- 
lowing, and generally all others, when any occaſton ſhall ſo require, 
may be pꝛouided foꝛ, and confyzmed. 

Fyꝛzſt that all Byſ(hopzyckes,cathed1all churches hoſpitalescolle 
ges,icholes,and other luch foundations nowe continuing, made by 
aucthozitte of Parlyament, oꝛ otherwyſe eſtablyſhed,accozdyngtoÞ 
oꝛdꝛe ofthe lawesofthys realme, ſythens this ſcylme, map be confys 
med and cont pr ued foꝛ euer. 

Item that marriages made infrag#«dus prohibizos conſanguiniratis,affinitatiz,cog 
nationis ſpiritualis, O; Which myght be made vopde proprer impcdimentum publica 
hone ſtatis, iuſtit ie, O foʒ àny other cauſe, pꝛohibited by the canons onelpe 
maye be confirmed, and chyldzen boꝛne of thoſe marriages declared 
legittimate, ſo as thoſe marriages were made, accoꝛding to 8 lawes 


bk the realme foz the time being. and be not directly againſt the lawes 


of God, noz in luch caſe ,as the Sea Apoltolike hath not vſed to dpi⸗ 
pence wythall.

Commaundzies, Nonneries, Deaneries, Pꝛebendes, Colleges, Hof 
pitalles, Hoboles of friars, Chauntries, and other religious and eccle 
ſiaſtical houſes and places, and the mannours, graunges, meſuages, 
landes, tenementes.rectoꝛies, tithes, penttons, poꝛtions, vicareges, 
churches, chappels, aduoulons, nominations, vatronages annuities 
rentes, reuer tions, ſeruices, and other poſſeſſions, and hered:tainen-

vnder the gouernement and oꝛdꝛe ofthe Abbottes, and P2yours of

ple to diſobedience and rebellion againſt her highnes co⸗ 
mon pollicy, and due tie of ſu biectes, requtre that ſome lawe be eftſo/
